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Wonderful Results 

from Apple Grafting 


Recently we visited the farm 
orchard of Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
Romeril. especially to see the 
results Fred had obtained in 
apple grafting:. We were really 
au: prised to see the resul s of 
two years of gpowth on grafted 
trees, and besides the apple 
trees. Fred has crab apple trees 
loaded down with fruit, several 
varieties of plums, all bearing 
Heavily; rrtspberriy canes and 
strawberry plants in sufficient 
quantity for all their needs, 
and for good measure he is ex¬ 
perimenting with an apreot tree 
not vet. bearng but showing 
good growth, and also a peach 
tree that is getting well start¬ 
ed. 

All of these trees are well pro 
tected from the elements with 
a windbreak, and water, when 
meeded is suppied from the rer- 
was interesting indeed to see 
what is being done and what is 
possible in the way of fruit 
culture in this district. We 
might add here that we know 
of a number of large apple 
trees in town bearing well', and 
of course crabs and plums and 
so On are and have been a more 
or less common crop in local 
orchards for some time. 

The purpose of our visit 
though, and the thing that in¬ 
terested us most, was the ex¬ 
periments in grafting. Fred 
planted a number of wild apple 
trees, already climatized and 
good growers in our climate. 
After a few years of growth 
these trees develop a good trunk 
and strong vigorous branches. 
Then when the tree looks strong 
enough not to be damaged bv 
the grafting process. Fred gets 
cuttings from commercial ap¬ 
ple trees, such sis Macintosh. 
Transparent, Wealthy etc., 
many of which have been ob¬ 
tained from the Lethbridge Ex 
perimental station and goes to 
work. 

First a good healthy limb of 
the native apple tree is sawed 
off with a chisel the wood is 
parted and the sharpened cutt 
ing slipped into the branch, 
usually two of them, well set 
to a depth of an inch or an inch 
and a half, and then a mixture 
of bees wpx and resin is ap¬ 
plied thickly over the graft, and 
the tree eft. Occasionally on? 
cutting will die. and once in a 
great while both will fad to 
grow. In the majority of cases 
though, the strength of the 
trunk and limb of the native 
apple tree is transmitted to the 
graft and growth starts and is 
very rapid, branches four and 
five feet long growing out in 
the first year, and the second 
season a fair crop of fruit is 
picked and the third or fourth 
year the tree is yielding almost 
to capacity. This is quite a con¬ 
trast to the slow and precar¬ 
ious growth of apple trees trans 
planted from a different climate 
to our prairip conditions. 

Fred’s grafted trees, that he 
started with first were yielding 
a fine croD of apples, and it Was 
really amusing to hold a grafted 
branch and a native branch to¬ 
gether and contrast the fruits. 
On the grafted branch were 
large, firm beautiful apples, 
ripe and tempting, and on the 
other branch little green ap¬ 
ples about as large as a small 
marble amd utterly worthless. 
We didn’t come home without 
evidence of what we had seen, 
and when the apples were cook 
ed the sauce was delicious, hav 
ing a flavor, we thought, even 
better tha n many imported ap¬ 
ples and for eating fresh, wc’l

SAVE THE YEARLING 11ENS 

Britain is calling for egg;- 
The poultry producers of Can¬ 
ada are being asked to increase 
their voume of production to 
meet this demand and supply 
the Canadian consumer as well. 
No one doubts that tin 1 farmers 
and specialized producers ol 
Canada will be etiual to tin b' 
but it will require concerted ef¬ 
fort and careful attention In 
the mnnasem nt aid fording 
of the thick ns. 

The production t he expect¬ 
ed from the pullets going into 
the laying hour. ;; llm fall c.;o 
not fill the demand. However, 
thousands of vending hens that 
normally, would be s,;ld for meat 
can be retained and help swell 
the flow of eggs so urgently 
required. Furthermore, it is 
good business to do this. In re¬ 
cent. years the practice of sa\ • 
ing gcod yearling liens for a 
second year of production has 
been growing in popularity. The 
reason for this is that the in¬ 
vestment in replacement stock 
is reduced. 

On the average birds will pro 
due about 80 per cent as man - 
eggs in their second year as in 
their first year. Thus birds that 
produoe 200 eggs in their first 
year mav be expected to aver¬ 
age about 160 eggs in their 
second year. Of course sonv 
birds iara hiooi producers and 
should be culled out but all 
birds that have given satisfact¬ 
ory fields the first year should 
be retained. 

Birds that have completed si 
venr of production will natura¬ 
lly go into a moult. During the 
moulting period they musk; lie 
given good care in feeding and 
housing if tliev are to come in¬ 
to renewed nr, i|i;cti.»n without 
prolonged delay. As the moult 
ing birds are without their 
normal Protection they should 
he carefully housed durinrr bad 
weather to prevent undue ex¬ 
posure nrd subsequent disease. 

Feeding during the moulting 
period should bp on a high 
plane so that refeathering mav 
be rapid and the birds mav be 
in prci>er condition for egg pro- 


i mi-1 ion. A good laying ration is 
quite suitable and no radical 
change in feeding is required. 

One important feature with 
’ rai ling In ns is that they do 
not produce pullet size eggs. 
Therefore their product will im 
n liatelv he in a highp,. grade, 
an ■ ■ f a greater value than oul 
!i l cap,::. The larger egg size is 
especially important in the pre¬ 
sent ease as eggs for Britain 
must b of the two highest size 
<la.--.ses medium and large. This 
is because more food value per 
unit of space can be shipped in 
eggs of this size than in the 
smaller sizes. With shipping 
difficulties as thev arp this is 
an essential factor.

WHY SLICED BREAD 

CANNOT BE SOLD 

The Order which ended the 
sale of sliced bread in Canada 
on Augnst 11 applied to bread 
in any form including bread 
rolls and anv other rolls made 
from unsweetened dough, ac- 
siding to a statement issued 
by the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. 

Cessation of the sale of sliced 
bread was ordered as a menas of 
conserving labour and electric 
power and of avoiding the ad¬ 
ditional cost of double wraviuing 
of sliced loaves. The purchase 
of slicing machinery is not onlv
